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NEWSROOM NOTES— The 
centennial observance of Arbor 
Day has gained official recog­ 
nition with the signing of a 
proclamation setting aside 
April 28 as the anniversary of 
that date in Illinois. 
In signing the proclamation, 
Gov. Richard B . Ogilvie said: 
“ It is entirely fitting and nec­ 
essary that Illinois citizens rec­ 
ognize the value of trees as a 
resource significant for multi­ 
use purposes. 


“ Our economy, environ­ 
mental enhancement and 
scenic beauty depend in large 
part on our tree resources. I 
am urging all citizens to take 
part in tree planting observ­ 
ances throughout the state.” 
The governor also took cogni­ 
zance of participation 
by 
schoolchildren throughout the 
state in balloting this spring to 
determine which of the oak spe­ 
cies should be officially desig­ 
nated as the Illinois State Tree. 
Schoolchildren in 1907 named 
the “ Native Oak” as State 
Tree, by ballot— but division of 
forestry personnel in the De­ 
partment of Conservation sin­ 
gled out eight species of oak 
that occur statewide. 


To eliminate confusion the 
General Assembly last year 
asked the Department of 
Conservation and the Office 
of the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction for another 
ballot to determine the oak 
species.

The governor’s proclamation 
follows: 
“ Recognizing the value of 
trees to the human environ­ 
ment, people of the United 
States of America have been 
observing Arbor Day with tree 
plantings and special programs 
for a hundred years. 
“ On that day, designated as 
April 28 in this state, the Illi­ 
nois Association of Park Dis­ 
tricts, the Illinois Park and 
Recreation Society, and other 
public and private groups 
sponsor tree plantings and 
sim ilar projects. 
“ To encourage good conser­ 
vation practices by young peo­ 
ple, the Illinois Department of 
Conservation is providing tree- 
growing kits to third grade pu­ 
pils in classrooms throughout 
the state.

State ordered to 
pay $2.9 million 
to 46,000 workers 


SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (AP) - 
A Circuit Court judge ordered 
the state today to pay some 46,- 
000 of its employes the $2.9 mil­ 
lion in salary increases with­ 
held at the time of President 
Nixon’s wage-price increase. 
Judge William Chamberlain, 
ruling on a suit brought by the 
Illinois State Employes Associ­ 
ation, held that the “ raises au­ 
thorized by the governor and 
the General Assembly were self 
executing and now that the 
freeze has been lifted they are 
due and owing.” 
Chamberlain also gave the 
defendant, State Auditor Mi­ 
chael J. Howlett, 30 days to ap­ 
peal the ruling. 
“ Unless he appeals, he will 
have to take action to start 
paying the raises within 30 
days, the judge said. 
Howlett was not reached for 
comment immediately. He said 
earlier that his refusal to pay 
the increases was part of a test 
of the legality of such pay­ 
ments. 
J.D . Myers, executive secre­ 
tary of the association, said he 
had spoken with Howlett and 


quoted the auditor as saying he 
was “ immensely pleased” with 
the finding. 
The raises were part of a 3 
per cent across-the-board in­ 
crease for state employes voted 
a year ago by the legislature. 
The money at issue was not 
paid from approximately Aug. 
1 to Dec. 1 because of the 
wage-prize freeze.

Rockford seeking to use 
Dixon's landfill at GROP 


The city of Rockford has indirectly 
contacted Dixon city officials about 
dumping that city’s garbage in the 
GROP landfill, which would bring Dix­ 
on an additional $100,000 per year in 
dumping fees, The Telegraph learned 
today. 
The proposal suggests a six months 
to a year trial period. 
The volume of Rockford’s garbage is 
400 tons a day, which is about the same 
amount Dixon produces each week. 
Presently about three acres are used 


each year by garbage going into the 
landfill and adding Rockford would in­ 
crease this by five times. 
The city has 180 acres of approved 
land for operation as a landfill in 
GROP. 
There are two proposals: one offers 
to bring Rockford's refuse here shred­ 
ded, which will reduce the volume of it 
by 40 per cent and would result in re­ 
ducing the increased usage of the land­ 
fill to three times. 
The other would bring the garbage 


here in packers from Rockford. 
The city officials favor the shredded 
method since it would conserve the us­ 
age of the landfill, but they will demand 
$100,000 per year guarantee in dumping 
fees regardless of what form the gar­ 
bage arrives at the landfill. 
The Telegraph has also learned the 
additional garbage can be handled at 
the landfill with the present equipment 
and by the present number of em­ 
ployes, but that some overtime may re­ 
sult because of the added garbage 


dumped. 
The 1972-73 budget of the Sanitation 
Department is $185,000 with only $96,000 
being paid for by taxes or dumping 
fees. 
In his rev iew of the 1971-72 city year 
recently Mayor Warren Walder sug­ 
gested the city needs to find new 
sources of revenue. 
One of his proposals was to consider 
charging a $2 monthly charge for gar­ 
bage pickup, which he calculated would 
produce $100,000 in new revenue.

SAIGON (AP) — Attacking 
behind saturation bombing by 
U.S. B52s, the encircled and 
battered defenders of An Loc 
attempted today to repel part 
of the North Vietnamese siege 
force threatening the provincial 
capital north of Saigon. 
A 20.000-man government re­ 
lief force remained stalled 15 
miles south of the town after 
being hit with heavy mortar 
fire and ground attacks. 
A better part of the govern­ 
ment’s 5th Division is bottled 
up in the town 60 miles north of 
Saigon. The threat to the town 
appeared to lessen somewhat 
when 2,000 troops were helicop­ 
tered in Tuesday to reinforce 
the 10,000 defenders. However, 
a substantial increase in enemy 
activity now is reported in the 
region as the Communist com­ 
mand’s offensive ended its sec­ 
ond week. 
A South Vietnamese base was 
also reported surrounded along 
the most likely invasion route 
to Hue, the old imperial capital 
57 miles south of the demili­ 
tarized zone. The surrounded 
unit mans Fire Base Bastogne 
12 miles southwest of the city, 
much of which was captured 
and held for weeks during the 


1968 Tet offensive. For a third 
day resupply helicopters were 
unable to land because of 
heavy antiaircraft fire. The de­ 
fenders have seen heavy fight­ 
ing and may be low on ammu­ 
nition. 
Despite the critical situation 
around 
Bastogne, 
military 
sources said the immediate 
threat to Quang Tri and most 
other key points closer to the 
I)MZ had diminished. In gener­ 
al, 
they 
said, 
government 
troops now had taken the in­ 
itiative and were carrying the 
fight to the North Vietnamese. 
However, there was no report 
of any drive to take back the 10 
miles of territory north of the 
Dong Ha River which was lost 
in the first three days of the 
big enemy attack. 
Hard fighting in southern 
Cambodia just across the Viet­ 
namese border also raised the 
threat that the enemy offensive 
might be extended to the south­ 
western Mekong Delta, a sector 
that has escaped the onslaught 
of attacks by North Vietnamese 
army regulars so far. Action in 
the delta has been limited to an 
increase in small hit-and-run 
attacks by Viet Cong units. 
Heavy action also was report­ 


ed in the central highlands and 
to the east along the central 
coastal plain. The Saigon com­ 
mand said North Vietnamese 
troops shelled nine government 
positions, including Dak To and 
Tan Canh. 
On the northern front below 
the demilitarized zone, sources 
said the South Vietnamese had 
taken the initiative and were 
carrying the fight to the North 
Vietnamese. But there was no 
report yet of a drive to retake 


the 10 miles of territory north 
of the Dong Ha River which 
was lost in the first three days 
of the Communist attack. 
Associated Press newsman 
Lynn C. Newland was with the 
South Vietnamese relief force 
on Highway 13 and reported an 
armored column and a column 
of paratroopers were hit simul­ 
taneously with barrages of fire 
just north of the district town 
of Chon Thanh, 15 miles south 
of An Loc.

County Board hikes pay for Miller

About two months ago, Elmer Miller, su­ 
pervisor of assessments and zoning enforce­ 
ment officer, informed the County Board of 
Supervisors that he wished to resign as zoning 
enforcement officer as of April 1. 
The board did nothing about M iller’s no­ 
tice and Tuesday, 11 days after his resigna­ 
tion was to become effective, the matter hit 
the floor of the board. 
At the Tuesday morning session the ques­ 
tion came up and was referred to the Fees and 
Salaries Committee. 
During the afternoon session, Fred Kessel- 
ring, China Township, chairman of Fees and 
Salaries, told the board, “ The committee can­ 
not make a decision what to do about Miller.” 
Kesselring was asked what Miller wanted 
and reported he wanted $100 per month more 
and would be willing to continue in the post 
until Dec. 1, when he wants out. 
Discussion drew out the fact that Miller, 
for being zoning enforcement officer, is paid 
an expense account of $200 per month and that 
he wants this increased to $300 per month. 
From the amount paid to him for being zon­ 
ing enforcement officer, Miller pays his ex­ 
penses for performing the job. 
Discussion of what to do went on for some 


time and Miller was brought into the board 
room and asked if “ He really wanted the 
job?” And told supervisors he wanted the $100 
per month increase, retroactive to April 1, 
and that he would be willing to continue until 
Dec. 1. 


After that time, Miller reported all zoning 
enforcement in villages throughout the coun­ 
ty which are not zoned will become the re­ 
sponsibility of the county zoning officer and 
that he was not sure how much time might be 
involved in this. 
Furthermore, Miller charged he is being 
underpaid in comparison to the county offi­ 
cials. 


A motion was made to give him the $100 
per month increase, retroactive to April 1, 
which passed 22 to 5 with three absent. 
In other action during the afternoon, Win­ 
ston McReynolds, chairman, Finance Com­ 
mittee, told the board the $7,500 budgeted to 
set up the new accounting system for the 
county and to computerize the checkwriting is 
$1,500 short of paying for the project and 
asked the board's concurrence in charging 
that amount to the Contingency Fund. 
McReynolds got approval after some dis­ 
cussion which included comments from Dean 


Hamilton, certified public accountant with 
Lindgren, Hamilton and Callahan. 
Hamilton answered a statement that it 
costs 42 cents to write a check by reporting 
this is about half of what it formerly cost the 
county to issue a check. 
He pointed out reorganizing the account­ 
ing procedures of the county will not result in 
a saving of the annual auditing fee. 
Hamilton said checks formerly were writ­ 
ten by each fee-earning office but that under 
the new Constitution checkwriting was cen­ 
tralized under the county treasurer’s office, 
causing a new problem. 


He said further, the reordering of the ac­ 
counting practices of the county enables su­ 
pervisors to get reports fund by fund and that 
the annual county treasurer’s report, which 
used to take three to four weeks in prepara­ 
tion, could be drawn up in one day under the 
new system. 
Hamilton declared setting up the new sys­ 
tem took more time than had been anticipat­ 
ed, “ Because of a reluctance to accept the 
changes by certain employes of the county 
treasurer’s office.” 
Hamilton emphasized Donald Stauffer, 
county treasurer, fully cooperated with audi­ 


tors in setting up the new system and his 
“ foot-dragging” comment did not refer to 
Stauffer, but to some of his employes. 
Vernon Gittleson, Bradford Township, ex­ 
claimed, “ Maybe he ought to have better con­ 
trol over his employes.” 


Stauffer responded the employes involved 
were no longer associated with his office. 
A H. Fraza, assistant supervisor of Dixon 
Township and chairman of Building Commit­ 
tee, announced Wermer’s Carpet and Floor- 
coverings submitted the low bid of $900 for 
carpeting the second-floor courtroom in the 
Courthouse.

Phu Bai is just south of Hue, 
the presumed major target of 
the current North Vietnamese 
offensive.

The men were from Charlie 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 1st In­ 
fantry, 196th Brigade, and were 
transferred Tuesday from the 
Da Nang region to increase the 
protection of U.S. installations 
threatened by the North Viet­ 
namese offensive. The 196th 
Brigade is one of the two U.S. 
combat units still in Vietnam 
When the men arrived from 


Da Nang by transport plane, 
they were ordered into trucks 
to be taken near the area they 
were to patrol, about three 
miles west of Phu Bar 
The troops would not move. A 
lieutenant asked for volunteers, 
and a handful got aboard the 
trucks Then a captain and sen­ 
ior noncommissioned officers 
talked to the men, and within

trucks and they would be taken 
to the U.S. compound near the 
air base He apparently wanted 
to get them away from news­ 
men who had covered their ar­ 
rival. 
Mitchell turned to the news­ 
men and said: “ All you press 
are bastards. I blame you for 
this and you can quote me on 
it.” 
The men got aboard the

In a recent incident, two o fficers 


wheeled silently into an Isla Vista 
parking lo t and surprised a burglar 
in the act o f jimmy ing an apartment 
windo w. 
“ Had we been in a v ehicle, he 
wo uld hav e seen o r heard us co ming 
and been lo ng go ne,” say s o ne o f­ 
ficer. 
“ Ano ther adv antage became 
apparent when he bo lted between 
two buildings. He was such a fast 
runner we co uld nev er hav e caught 
him o n fo o t, and co uldn’t hav e 
squeezed thro ugh in a car. On bikes, 
we apprehended him befo re he’d 
go ne a blo ck.” 
No w this is a fo rm o f law en­ 
fo rcement “ wheeling and dealing” 
that’s enco uraging to hear abo ut. 
Other co mmunities might well lo o k 
into it. 


Bo n A p p e tit 
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Pa y ing more for produc ing less

Penn Central is under the gun 
again o n the basic questio n: Ho w 
many men do es it take to run a 
train? Actually , it signals the v ital 
pro ductiv ity pro blem no w faced by 
the entire co mpetitiv e U.S.A. 
No thing strikes clo ser to the co re 
o f o ur co st o f liv ing, the do llar’s v al­ 
ue, o ur future and the natio nal wel­ 
fare than this sickness: the pro duc­ 
tiv ity gap. 
Sho ckingly eno ugh, in spite o f bil­ 
lio ns o n billio ns in capital inv est­ 
ment (an estimated $90 billio n in 
1972 alo ne), the rate o f o utput fell 
last y ear and was lo wer than the 
gain rate in 1961. We sho uldn’t be 
distracted by the railro ad situatio n. 
It’s o nly a glaring ex ample o f the 
pro ductiv ity gap. 
Our railro ads do n’t use steam lo ­ 
co mo tiv es. But when the Unio n Pa­ 
cific linked up the co untry in 18 69— 
103 y ears ago —steam engines re­ 
quired cinder-dispo sal bo x es ev ery 
100 miles. Railro ad crewmen are 
paid by the miles they co v er. Under 
unio n rules this 100-mile distance is 
still the basis fo r a full day ’s pay . So , 
o n to day ’s no rmal 230-mile run 
many crewmen earn two and o ne- 
third day s’ pay . Then there are the 


the “ featherbedders,” allegedly un­ 
necessary wo rkers. 
Fo r ex ample, Penn Central Pres­ 
ident William L. Mo o re lists its 
“ featherbedders” at abo ut 8 ,000 o ut 
o f 8 3,000 wo rkers. A lVfe-mile-lo ng 
train o bv io usly makes o bso lete any 
train-sighting fro m the cabo o se’s 
cupo la; two -way radio s make jo bs 
easier but the unio ns require ex tra 
pay fo r the crewmen giv en them;

co nducto rs’ cargo manifests, but the 
manifests must be abo ard; 
air 
brakes lo ng ago made mo st brake- 
o n en o bso lete. But there is still a 
head brakeman who nev er to uches a 
brake at all. 
Mo reo v er, sho uld the train amble 
thro ugh, say Indiana, the state law 
requires added crewmen co sting in 
that state alo ne an ex tra $16 millio n 
a y ear. 
Demanding less pro ductiv ity , a 
Day to n, Ohio , bricklay ers’ strike fo r 
$9.7 5 an ho ur ($19.5 0 per ho ur fo r 
o v ertime) halted $100 millio n in co n­ 
structio n fo r 7 3 day s. A To ledo iro n­ 
wo rkers’ strike fo rced less pro duc­ 
tiv ity fo r a higher pay o f $7 .63 per 
ho ur. Eight Michigan co nstructio n 
unio ns wo n less pro ductiv ity with a 
wage bo o st o f 15 per cent each y ear 
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" / g o t th e in sp iratio n fro m th e N avy. I sp en t th e mo n ey 
I'd saved fro m my allo wan ce so yo u wo u ld n 't g et th e id ea

WASHINGTON (N E A )- A mo st 
distressing letter has arriv ed fro m 
friends in J apan. 
It ex plains why President Nix ­ 
o n’s dev aluatio n o f the do llar and in­ 
creased restrictio ns o n impo rts hav e 
been a co ntinuing sho ck to J apan. 
And it suggests that the United 
States and J apan had better, and 
quickly , set up so me mechanism fo r 
clo se and regular co nsultatio n and 
co o peratio n to pro tect o ur clo se mu­ 
tual eco no mic, po litical and natio nal 
security interests. Fo r, in the way 
the wo rld has dev elo ped since Wo rld 
War II, o ur two co untries are heav i­ 
ly dependent o n each o ther. 
The pro blem is that President 
Nix o n’s new eco no mic measures 
came just as the J apanese eco no my 
was sho wing signs o f reco v ery fro m 
the recessio n which began in late 
1970. 
As a result o f the Nix o n actio n at 
this critical juncture, my so urces es­ 
timate it will be difficult fo r J apan to 
av o id a depressio n lasting fo r a co n­ 
siderable time. Reco v ery will re­ 
quire a majo r reo rganizatio n o f J a­ 
panese industry . 
Fo r while o ne repeatedly reads o f 
J apan’s industrial giants, mo st busi­ 
ness in J apan is small and medium 
scale. That’s no t unusual, o f co urse. 
But what is impo rtant is that 
these smaller industries hav e be­ 
co me heav ily dependent o n fo reign 
trade. As wages and o ther raw ma­ 
terial co sts increased o v er the past 
few y ears, the firms stepped up pro ­ 
ductio n and ex po rts so mewhat rash­ 
ly to make up fo r the co st-price 
squeeze. They did no t impro v e pro ­ 
ductiv ity ; they merely increased 
o utput. This led to a manpo wer 
squeeze, to inflatio n and a recessio n. 
As in the past, these small and 
medium-sized co mpanies ho ped that 
by a massiv e ex po rt driv e they co uld 
drag themselv es back up. 
Then came the Nix o n new eco ­ 
no mic plan. 
F ro m what has been written 


abo v e, it is clear that the big jo lt will 
co me to these small and medium 
firms which emplo y 7 7 per cent o f all 
no nagricultural emplo y es. 
Already repo rted are an increas­ 
ing number o f bankruptcies, heav y 
pro ductio n cutbacks and the firing o f 
increasing numbers o f emplo y es. 
The pro spect is that the situatio n 
will get wo rse in the mo nths ahead. 
J apan’s real eco no mic gro wth 
rate, which av eraged 12.7 per cent a 
y ear fro m 1966 thro ugh 1969, slo wed 
to 9.7 per cent in 197 0 and pro bably 
to less than 4 per cent in 197 1. 
The co st pro blems hav e been 
magnified by the rapid gro wth o f 
real wages in J apan. The increase 
was 8 .7 per cent in 197 0 and 8 .4 per 
cent in 197 1. This is co nsiderably 
greater than the rise in pro ductiv ity . 
The J apanese go v ernment has 
v o ted a majo r series o f public wo rks 
pro grams to spur the lagging eco no ­ 
my . But the direct benefits may go 
to a narro w range o f industries— 
tho se in civ il engineering and co n­ 
structio n. 
No w it sho uld be understo o d that 
what’s being talked abo ut is rela­ 
tiv e. J apanese ex po rts to the United 
States pro bably increased by 15 per 
cent o r thereabo uts in 197 1. But 197 1, 
which started o ut as a magnificent 
y ear fo r J apanese ex po rts, was 
mo re than half o v er o n Aug. 15 . And 
by that date, co mmitments had been 
made fo r mo nths in adv ance. So the 
pro blem is actually the o utlo o k fo r 
1972. 
In this, likely the large J apanese 
pro ducers may no t be hurt to o much. 
In fact, preliminary repo rts indicate 
that a number o f these larger firms 
are go ing to do co nsiderably better 
in 1972 than in 197 1. They can cut 
co sts, step up their pro mo tio n and 
cut back o n unpro fitable lines. But it 
appears that the small and medium­ 
sized pro ducers will be further 
caught this y ear by rising labo r 
co sts and heav ily increased co mpe­ 
titio n in the American and o ther 
o v erseas market» . 


fo r two y ears. New J ersey electri­ 
cians get $5 an ho ur—and a 25 ho ur 
week. 
A unio n co nstructio n crane bo o m 
o perato r in New Yo rk City gets $7 an 
ho ur plus 35 cents an ho ur v acatio n 
pay , do uble time fo r go ing up o n his 
crane and do uble time fo r stay ing up 
there fo r lunch. With that and the 
o v ertime a man can make $30,000 to 
$40,000 a y ear—and up to $5 0,000—a s 
a co nstructio n crane o perato r. 
Paid po rtal-to -po rtal, unio n co al 
miners wo rk pro ductiv ely o nly a six - 
ho ur day . Fo r this they ’re paid $41.5 0 
a day . The No v ember 15 co ntract’s 
fringe benefits include a 6 0-cents-a- ‘ 
to n (and increasing to 8 0 cents) 
co mpany pay ment to the United 
Mine Wo rkers’ welfare fund. A sin­ 
gle 100-miner mechanized strip mine 
may y ield $3 millio n a y ear to the 
unio n. The member also gets eight 
ho liday s o n which he’s paid fo r no t 
wo rking. Additio nally , he’s paid fo r 
no t wo rking o n his o wn birthday ! If 
he do es wo rk o n his o wn birthday 
he’s paid triple pay . 
Bey o nd all this, what’s hap­ 
pened? Despite immense mechani­ 
zatio n, increasingly lo w pro ductiv ity 
per miner is making a shambles o f 
o utput and is the v ital co al indus­ 


try ’s mo st back-lash pro blem. 
No w the fundamental. 
One reaso n the do llar wo n’t do as 
much fo r peo ple as it did is because 
peo ple wo n’t do as much fo r a do llar 
as they did. In a material sense, the 
better life co mes o nly —o nly —fro m 
greater pro ductiv ity . 
In the lo ng run, o nly this can sup­ 
ply human benefits, including in­ 
creased wages. There is no way o n 
earth to sustain higher wages with­ 
o ut increased pro ductiv ity . Any ­ 
thing sho rt o f greater pro ductiv ity 
simply increases ev ery bo dy ’s liv ing 
co sts. 
America’s wo rst swindler is less 
pro ductiv ity with its artificial pay . 
This has been stretched to the 
breaking po int. The who le pro cess is 
self-destructiv e. 
It is ultimately impo ssible to pay 
mo re fo r pro ducing less. And that’s 
where we stand no w in co mpeting 
with the to o led-up wo rld, in o ur grim 
balance o f pay ments pro blem, in 
parts o f the inflatio n and the abso ­ 
lute fundamental o f the pay -well-fo r- 
go o d-wo rk sy stem that has made 
this co untry pro spero us, secure and 
great.

ITT a nd the Pre s s

When the secretary who purpo rt­ 
edly ty ped the Dita Beard memo o n 
which J ack Anderso n bases his ac­ 
cusatio ns against ITT calls a press 
co nference and states that it is a fo r­ 
gery , this is news. But that is a naiv e 
assumptio n. Fo r the wo rld’s mo st 
po werful newspaper—the Washing­ 
to n Po st, which is the capital’s o nly 
mo rning newspaper—igno red this 
co mpletely . Its sto ry quo ted the sec­ 
retary at length o n matters which 
co uld be used to embarrass ITT. But 
no t o ne wo rd abo ut the fo rgery char­ 
acterizatio n appeared in the Po st. 
This wo uld hav e been o ne o f the 
best-kept secrets o f the y ear ex cept 
that o ne TV statio n, o n its ev ening 
news, bro adcast ex cerpts o f the 
press co nference. If I had no t heard 
it with my o wn ears, I wo uld no t 
hav e believ ed that the Washingto n 
Po st so blatantly suppressed what is 
a key to the entire ITT co ntro v ersy . 
But this is o nly part o f the sto ry . 
Day s befo re the press co nference, 
ITT issued to the press two inde­ 
pendent analy ses o f the Beard 
memo , o ne made by Martin and 
Pearl Ty tell o f New Yo rk and the 
o ther by Walter C. McCro ne Asso ci­ 
ates o f Chicago . The press brushed 
these aside, bury ing in news sto ries 
o ff-hand references to them, no ting 
o nly that ITT had pro duced them 
and that they claimed that the Beard 
memo co uld no t hav e been ty ped o n 
J une 25 ,19 7 1, as it was dated. 
I hav e bo th repo rts befo re me, 
and they utterly destro y the co nten­ 
tio n o f J ack Anderso n, the press, and 
a few rampaging Demo crats with 
media suppo rt that the Beard memo 
is genuine. If that memo is a fo r­ 
gery , then the case against ITT, At­ 
to rney General-designate Richard 
Kleindienst, fo rmer Atty . Gen. J o hn 
Mitchell, and the Nix o n administra­ 
tio n beco mes no thing mo re than an 
ex ercise in smearing. 
But ev en if the repo rts can be 
challenged scientifically , the refusal 
o f the press to put them o n the rec­ 
o rd makes a jo ke o f the media’s o f­ 
ten-repeated co ncern fo r the public’s 
“ right to kno w” and beco mes prima 
facie ev idence that the press has 
embarked o n a ly nching bee to de­ 
stro y reputatio ns in aid o f its ideo ­ 
lo gical co mmitments. 
The Ty tell repo rts states: “ The 
questio ned do cument and the stand­ 


ards” —o ther memo randa ty ped by 
the same ty pewriter between J une 2, 
i9 7 1, and February 18 , 197 2—“ were 
ex amined utilizing the micro sco pe, 
light magnifier, o v erlay plates and 
ultra-v io let illuminatio n. Attentio n 
was directed to the chro no lo gical se­ 
quence o f the do cuments.” 
The technical descriptio n o f the 
tests is highly intricate. But let me 
quo te fro m the findings: “ The dif­ 
ference in fluo rescence indicates 
that the letterhead o n the questio ned 
do cument o riginated fro m a run dif­ 
ferent fro m that o f the J une 23, 25 , 
and 28 standards. So me time inter­ 
v al, lo ng o r sho rt, interv ened be­ 
tween the different runs o f paper 
pro ductio n.” Analy sis o f the chemi­ 
cal co ntent o f the ink placed the 
Beard memo “ o ut o f the chro no lo gi­ 
cal sequence established by the 
standards.” 
Mo st damning o f all: “ The ty pe 
impressio n o f the questio ned do cu­ 
ment is markedly different fro m and 
inco nsistent with all the standards 
. . . ex cept that it do es resemble the 
J o y ce to Schmidt J anuary 25 , 197 2 
standard.” The McCro ne repo rt, in­ 
dependently co nfirming the Ty tell 
analy sis, states: “ The Q.D. (ques­ 
tio ned do cument, o f Beard memo ) 
. . . co uld no t hav e been ty ped with 
the same o r a similar ribbo n” as the 
J une 25 standard. “ We co nsider it 
the likeliest co nclusio n that the Q.D. 
was ty ped in 197 2 . . . The Q.D. is 
similar to the co mpariso n do cument 
ty ped J anuary 25, 197 2.” 
In o ther wo rds, the Beard memo 
is different, under scientifical analy ­ 
sis, fro m all the standards ex cept 
o ne ty ped sev en mo nths later. This, 
co upled to the flat charge o f fo rgery 
made by Mrs. Beard and her secre­ 
tary , sho uld hav e led to so me sharp 
questio ns. J ack Anderso n sho uld 
hav e been asked ho w it was po ssible 
that the paper he pro duced co uld 
po ssibly be genuine. But the press 
was far to o busy try ing to string up 
ITT, the Nix o n administratio n, and 
all the o ther o bjects o f its ideo lo gical 
dislike. So the repo rts were brushed 
under the carpet. It’s been a great 
time fo r po litical hatchet wo rk, but 
what happened to the press’s much 
v aunted integrity . 
What a field day Vice President 
Agnew co uld hav e with this!

The boxwood tree, which 
seems to be immune to decay 
and insects, and pine trees are 
referred to in the Book of 
Isaiah, and the cross used in the 
crucifixion of Christ is thought 
to have been made from an oak 
tree, described as the Oak 
of Bashan in the Book of 
Zachariah. 
Many references are made to 
olive trees, and the Apples of 
Gold mentioned in Proverbs, 
are thought to have been 
apricots. Almond trees, palm 
branches and gopher wood are 
also listed, and bulrushes, 
heavy-rooted 
plants 
with 
clusters of flowers, grew along 
the Nile River in Egypt. They 
were used in making paint 
brushes and papyrus, and 
sycamore trees were often used 
in the construction of temples 
and mummy chests. 
The Burning Bush mentioned 
in the Bible is thought to have 
been acacia, and the willow 
tree of the 
Euphrates 
is 
believed to have been an aspin 
tree. The Scriptures also state 
that walnuts were valuable to 
King Solomon in the making of 
dyes, and the pomegranate, a 
delicacy enjoyed by the people, 
was an apple containing many 
seeds. It was combined with 
snow to make sherbert. 


The gall of poppy, hysop and 
the vine are among others men­ 
tioned in the Bible, and the vine 
is most honored because Jesus 
said, “ I am the True Vine.”

If 
details such as these are not at­ 
tended to, it might be impossi­ 
ble to have the w ill admitted to 
probate. You didn’t ask me, but 
I’m telling you— don’t be penny 
wise and pound foolish. Consult 
a lawyer and pay him for what 
he knows. 
Dear Ann Landers: You fre­ 
quently print letters which de­ 
bunk superstition connected 
with medicine. I am always 
glad to see these letters be­ 
cause I realize you are using 
your space as a forum to edu­ 
cate millions. 
It’s amazing how many peo­ 
ple still have crazy ideas about 
babies who are born with birth­ 
m arks— and what caused 
them.

The proje ct re port te rms a r­ 
riva l a t the re ce ption sta tion 
the “ initia l confronta tion with 
the milita ry,” in which “ the be ­ 
wilde re d young me n a re not 
mistre a te d, but a re tre a te d 
me re ly a s cha tte l. 
“ The be wilde ring inse curity
